HEALTH FOR CONVICTS. 
R. J, A.. HAMILTON (not a medi- 
cal ‘Soeter), secretary of state in 
New York, is very happy over 
the care of the health of pris- 
oners given by Dr. O'Connor and _his as- 
sociates In New York City. H@ begins 
an article in the New York Medical 
Journa] and Record with the following: 

“ Sanitation, personal hygiene and 
general health play an‘important role in 
the study, care and rehabilitation of the 
delinquent. A healthy mind goes hand 
in hand with a healthy body and a phyes- 
ically normal inmate is more receptive 
to our correctional program. than one 
who is lacking in bodily vigor or who 
is handicapped by disease or abnormali- 
ties.” 

Having philosophjzed, he proceeds to 
tell what is being done for the health 
of prisoners,

“The old buildings have been cleaned 
and made healthy. When a prisoner is 
received in the jail, he is put in tempo- 
rary isolation quarters until he has been 
examined. Wis clothes are washed and 
cleaned and treated for vermin. The 
prisoner is given a bath. He is then ex- 
amined carefully for those contagious 
diseases and conditions to which jail 


populations are frequenthy exposed. The 


| :

jails are periodically examined by sani- 
tary inspectors and by physicians from 
the health department to be certain that 
health measures are being properly car- 
ried owt. A vermin exterminator goes 
through the jail plying his trade period- 
ically. There is a jail dentist and every 
inmate has his teeth examined and given 
an opportunity tq have his teeth cleaned 
and filféd without charge. Special care 
is taken to discover venereal disease, 
tuberculosis and drug addiction, and all 
persons found with any of these are 
given standard, up to date treatment.”

A feature on which Dr. Hamilton lays 
stress is the amount of surgery done on 
jail inmates, the quality of that surgery 


and the good it does. 


In a single year they treated more than 
a thousand inmates who'had venereal 
disease, more/fthan 200 who had con- 
sumption, and about 2,200 who were ad- 
dicted to drugs. 
Dr. Hamiltan recommends that every 
jail inmate have a mental,test and that 
whenever feasible this mental test 
should be made before the prisoner 
comes to trial.

To 
your grandmother Daisy Miller was not only “a slip of a girl’’ and as such 
artistically megligible; she was also “a little snip,” and grandmother neithe 
liked nor trusted her. Today she is one of the most piteous figures in Ameri 
fiction; one of the most curious, too, alth h that is not to say that she is not 
readily recognizable and her type stil] a problem past, possibly, grandmother's 
solving. ° ; 

Her. story, which in its groundwork-is founded on fact, was written by 
Henry James when he was thirty-five years old and when his style was a 
model of clarity and simplicity, albeit fraught with that wealth of pensive and 
delicate intimation which later was to drift into uneasy niggling. In “ Daisy 
Miller "' he wrote a masterpiece in little. He wrote it in less than 25,000 words;
